¥x.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  rajr  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1956. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid-j^eaLr  estiimte  there  iwas  again  a 
slight  increase  of  90  in  the  population  of  the  Urban  District  compared  'with  the 
previous  year. 

There  v/ere  88  deaths  from  all  causes,  compared  with  86  in  the  previous  year, 
but  this  slight  increase  is  offset  by  the  estbrnated  increase  in  the  population 
of  the  Urban  district. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  rnmiber  of  cases  of  measles  and  v/hooping  cough 
and  there  were  L cases  of  palalytic  poliomyelitis  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  poliomyelitis  vaccine  Virhich  is  nov\^  available  to  a 
limited  nuimber  of  children  Yd.ll  eventually  reduce  the  incidence  of  this  serious 
disease. 

Local  Industries.  - These  are  mainly  concerned  with  agriculture,  but  the 
factory  operated  by  Messrs.  G-laxo  Laboratories  Limited,  in  Harraire  Road  for  the 
production  of  Penicillin,  row  affords  employment  for  a la.rge  number  of  persons 
resident  in  the  Urban  and  Rrral  Districts.  The  total  number  of  persons  employed 
a.t  this  factory  at  the  end  of  the  year  ms  approximately  59L  persons, 

SAlTIT^iRY  CIRaR'STANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

¥ater  Supply.  - Lack  of  rainfall  during  the  early  months  of  the  year  caused 
the  yield  from  the  springs  to  fall  to  a low  level,  and  from  June  to  raid- Judy  it 
ms  found  necessary  to  supply  additional  areas  of  the  town  from  the  Tees  Valley 
Uater  Board's  supply.  Exceptionally  heavy  rainfs-11  occurred  in  late  July  and 
Augiist  increasing  the  spring  yield  Yrhich  vias  maintained  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  lack  of  pressure  in  the  tovm’s  system  of  supply  makes  it  necessary  to 
•cake  a supply  from  the  Tees  Valley  Uater  Board  throughout  the  year  for  the  higher 
areas  of  the  town. 

Two  sajnples  of  Y/ater  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.  Both  Yirere 
satisfactory  in  Glass  I. 

The  constantly  increasing  demand  for  Yater  for  new  housing  development  and 
the  improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  houses  and  other  premises  in  the 
tcrrm  year  13''  extends  the  district  affected  by  lack  of  pressure,  and  during  droughty 
periods  there  is  an  increasing  need  for  "the  Tees  Valley  'Jater  Board  supply  to 
larger  areas  of  the  town. 

It  is  advisable  that  the  Council  should  endeavour  to  conclude  their 
negotiations  Yvith'cthe  Tees  Valley  l/ater  Board  before  the  supply  position  becomes 
more  acute. 

Refuse  Tip.  - As  tipping  proceeds,  the  face  of  the  tipping  area  is  mo-ving 
further  from  the  highw^ay.  The  erection  of  Yidre  netting  fences  has  to  a great 
extent  prevented  paper  and  other  matter  being  blo^m  on  to  adjoining  land  to  the 
east. 


As  the  tip  extends  westwards,  the  f illed^xirea  is  levelled,  soiled  and  reseeded 
and  let  annually  as  meadoY/  or  for  grazing.  A further  small  area  has  been  levelled 
and  reseeded  during  the  year, 

SeY/erage  and  SeY/age  Disposal.  - It  has  been  agreed  in  principle  to  accept 
soil  dra.inage  into  the  tovm' s sewa-ge  and  seYvage  disposal  Y/orks  from  areas  outside 
the  U.D.C,  boundar}?-  from  the  village  of  Sta.rtforth  lying  Y/ithin  the  area  of  the 
'”':artforth  R.D. C.  and  from  houses  in  Darlington  Roc.d  and  the  new  Secondary  Modern 
School  in  Green  Lane  lying  Y/ithin  the  area  of  the  Barnard  Castle  R.D.C, 

The  additional  flov/  from  these  areas  together  v/ith  the  increased  floYi/'  from 
the  tovm  due  to  increased  population  v/'ill  no  doubt  necessitate  alterations  and 
additions  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Y^orks,  and  the  Council  have  instructed  their 
Consuilting  Engi'neers  to  prepare  a report  on  the  matter.

Closet  Acconmaodation,  - At  the  end  of  the  year  ten  properties  had  dry  closets, 
all  the  rest  were  provided  with  closets  on  the  v/ater  carriage  system. 

Two  pail  privies  serving  properties  subject  to  Demolition  Orders  T/ere  taken 
off  the  register  of  pccTperties  v/ith  dry  closets  during  the  year. 

Housing.  - Official  representation  v/as  made  for  53  houses  in  October,  1956. 

The  Council  made  application  for  36  houses  in  5 Clearance  Areas  in  the 
Bridgegate  /\rea  an^  3 houses  in  Fomidry  Yard,  Queen  Street  to  be  subject  to 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  and  1A  houses  and  a lock-up  shop  in  4 Clearance  Areas 
to  be  subject  to  two  Clearance  Orders.

Poisoning)  ;/ere  notified  during  the  year.  The  greater  proportion  of  these 
'./ere  again  cases  of  measles  but  there  v;ere  also  44  cases  of  v/hooping  cough

The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  renrdned  lovv'  (2  cases  compared  vd.th  1 in 
1956)  and  there  were  again  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified,

In  April  two  mild  cases  were  notified,  both  being  small  girls  aged  eaid 
31'  respectively.  They  developed  slight  weakness  in  a leg  but  there  \7as  no 
resu?-ting  disability  of  a permanent  nature. 

In  ¥.Brj  a ca.se  occurred  in  a male  aged  40  years.  This  ixnf ortunately  terminated 
fatally. 

In  July  an  army  officer  aged  3c,  residing  rat  Woodside,  developed  the 
disease  and  he  was  admitted  to  hospital  in  Da^rlington.  Treatment  was  subsequently 
continued  at  a convalescent  home  o.vim.y  from  this  area. 

A mild  co.se  occurred  in  Barnard  Ga.stle  Preparatory  School  in  December,  the 
patient  being  a boy  aged  10  years.  He  was  adiaitted  to  hospital  in  Darlington  but 
he  did  not  develop  signs  of  paro.lysis. 

Poliomj''e liti s Yaccinat ion  Scheme. 

In  the  eo.rly  suraner,  the  Government  a.nnounced  tha^.t  a new  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
similo.r  to  the  Salk  vo.ccine  in  America,  \/ould  be  made  available  to  children  in 
this  country.  Only  small  amounts  of  this  vaccine  ’..'ere  made  available  and  it  vra.s 
decided  tho.t  pc.rents  of  children  bom  i/itliin  the  years  1947  3-nd  1954  should  be 
asked  to  sign  a form  of  consent  to  these  inoculations.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

There  was  coi  improvement  in  the  number  of  children  \Tho  were  given  a primary 
course  of  immunisation.  According  to  the  records  received  at  the  County  Health 
Department  41  children  vfere  immunised  compared  7/ith  19  last  year,  54  in  195A-  and 
56  in  1953. 

Responsibility  for  the  provision  of  facilities  for  immunisa.tion  and  for  the 
maintenance  of  propaganda  now  rests  v/ith  the  County  Health  Depo-rtmunt.  5'acilities 
are  provided  at  the  child  ivelfc.re  centre  for  the  immunisation  of  children  under 
five  and  by  private  practitioners  for  children  of  any  o.ge. 

Leaflets  drav.dng  attention  to  the  need  for  immunisation  are  distributed  by 
post  at  the  age  of  eight  months  and  tvrelve  months,  and  to  encourage  re -inforcing 
doses,  at  the  age  of  four  years  nine  months.  The  County  Health  Visitor  visits 
children  who  ha.ve  not  been  imiitunised. 

In  addition,  advice  and  reminders  are  given  to  pe.rents  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  at  the  aruiual  medical  inspection  of  schools.

A ^rant  is  made  tov<a.rds  his  salary  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

The  Surveyor  and  Sanitcn-y  Inspector  a.re  v/hole-time  Officers.  Part  of  their 
salaries  are  pciid  by  the  Urban  District  Council  and  part  by  the  Ministries  of 
Heo.lt h and  Transport. 

A County  Health  Visitor  resides  in  the  tovm,  and  part  of  her  time  is  alloco.ted 
to  the  duties  of  County  School  Nurse. 

Hospitals.  - There  zi'-e  no  specia.1  hospitals  for  Tuberculosis,  MateriaLt3/  cases 
or  Children,  in  the  area. 

Under  the  National  j^'^a.lth  Service  Act,  19M6,  control  of  the  Infectious  Disea.se 
Hospitals  formerly  adtiini stored  by  the  Auckland,  Shildon  and  Uillington  Joint  Hospital 
Board,  -ms  ta.ken  over  by  the  South  'ITest  Durham  Hospital  Mana.gement  Comiidttee,  Cases 
of  infectious  disea.ses  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  sent  to  one  of  these  hospitals. 

The  Richandson  Memorial  Convalescent  Home,  v/hich  v/as  taken  over  during  tlie  vvar 
under  the  Emergencjr  Medical  Services  Hospitals  Scheme,  is  nor.'  used  as  a Convalescent 
Holiday  Home  for  pr?.tients  from  hospitals  in  the  County  of  Durhain,  North  Riding  of 
Yorkshire  and  the  RoyaA  Victoria  Infirmary,  Nevrcastle-on-Tyne,

Nbty ; In  addition  to  the  above,  patients  residing  in  the  urban  and  rural  districts 
are  a.lso  conveyed  by  vehicles  from  neighbouring  depots  T/ithin  the  Control  i\rea  and  bj'’ 
the  Darlington  Ambulance  Service,  as  occasion  demnds.  Records  are  not  maintained  in 
sanitary  district  order  and  information  regarding  these  causes  cannot  be  conveniently 
supplied. 

During  the  yea..r  a system  of  radio  control  ms  introduced  into  the  Service.  Por  the 
presentoDhl'y  a proportion  of  the  fleet  is  equipped  imth  mobile  sets,  and  one  of  these 
is  operating  on  a vehicle  at  Barnard  Castle  Depot,

Home  Nursing.  - Under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  19A6, 
the  provision  of  o.  Home  Nursing  Service  hecame  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Health  Authorities  as  from  the  5th  July,  1948.  The  agreement  concluded  with  the 
Durham  County  Nursing  Association,  whereby  the  Durhaia  County  Council  delegated 
this  aspect  of  their  functions  to  the  Association,  ceased  to  exist  on  1st  April, 
1954,  and  the  County  Council  took  over  direct  adiiaini  strati  on  from  this  date. 

Direct  control  v/as  also  ass\rmed  by  the  County  Council  of  the  arrangements 
r.iade  for  the  provision  of  a domiciliary  midT/ife  service. 

Both  services  are  nov/  available  free  of  char’ge. 

Services  are  provided  for  this  area,  by  two  District  Nurse  Midvidves  resident 
in  the  tov/n.
